ORDER 
Recorded . 
Introduction - The Department of Municipalities is concerned with the 
Superintendence and control over the administration the 27 Municipali 
ties in the State . Sri P. D. Kuruvilla continued to be the Director of 
Muricipalities during the year under report. 

Inspection of Municipalities. During the year under review , a programme 
of inspection of Municipal Offices was drawn up and 11 Municipal Offices, 
viz ., Cannanore, Badagara , Alleppey , Palai, Muvattupuzha , Chittur 
Thathamangalam , Neyyattinkara , Trichur, Irinjalakuda , Kayamkulam and 
Kunnamkulam were inspected. Unsystematic assessments and collection of 
revenue were chronic features in many cases which contributed to the 
financial stringency experienced by many Municipalities. Effective attempt 
wasmade by the Department to tackle these lapses. As a result of this the 
total demand under property tax during the year rose to Rs. 53.81 lakhs as 
against Rs. 43.92 lakhs in 62-63. Improvement was noticed in the matter 
of revenue collections also . While the percentage of collection during 62-63 
was 73.4% it was 77 % in 63-64 . 

Area, Population and Membership . There was no appreciable change in 
the area , population , etc., of the Municipal Councils during the year. The 
total area administered by the 27 Municipalities is 158.68 square miles and 
the total population of these Municipal Councils as per 1961 census is 
1,219,831. The aggregate membership of the various Councils is 664. 

Elections. There were elected Councils in all the Municipalities except 
Palai. The Municipal Council, Palai was superseded in 1962-63 consequent 
on the resignation of eleven out of its sixteen members. The Commissioner 
continued to function as Special Officer exercising powers of the Chairman 
and Council.. Five by-elections, two in Kottayam , one each in Muvattu 
puzha , Chittur- Thathamangalam and Palghat were conducted during the 
year. 

Meetings. - During the year there were 730 meetings of the Councils as 
against 658 in the previous year. 

5459 Eg./B 
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Alanagement.-- In every Municipal Office there was a Commissioner 
appointed by Government in consultation with theMunicipal Council who 
functioned as its executive authority. 

Taxes . The total collections under Property Tax and Profession Tax 
amounted to Rs.65.89 lakhs as against Rs. 53.59 lakhs during the previous 
year. 

The receipts under Entertainment Tax (Municipal) during the year 
under report amounted to Rs. 12.954 lakhs against Rs. 14.165 lakhs in the 
previous year. The corresponding figures for Show tax are Rs. 1.011 lakhs 
and Rs. 1.025 lakhs respectively. The surcharge on Entertainment tax 
collected during the 11 months after 1-5-63 on which date additionaltax on 
entertainments and surcharge on Show tax for the purpose of State revenues 
was introduced amounted to Rs. 9.437 lakhs while that on Show tax 
amounted to Rs. 0.241 lakhs. 

Another important tax item was the duty on transfer of property. This 
was a levy authorised under Section 125 of the Kerala Municipalities Act. 
The actual collection under this item amounted to Rs. 6,00,368 . 

Remunerative Enterprises . — Markets , Slaughter Houses, Bus Stands, Cart 
Stands, Rest Houses and Cattle Pounds were the main items under the head . 
The total income from this source amounted to Rs. 12,60,481 as against 
Rs. 11,39,233 during the previous year. 

Fees.-- The total collection under License fees came to Rs. 7,66,708 . 

Government Grants.-- Government sanctioned a grant of Rs. 2,00,200 to 
the various Municipalities. Again a sum of Rs. 2,88,411 was also paid as 
grant in view of the additional expenses required by the Municipal Councils 
for the payment of special Dearness Allowance to the staff. An amount of 
Rs. 3,65,905 had to be paid to the Municipal Councils towards Vehicle tax 
compensation in 1963-64. There were certain special project grants also and 
the total amount paid on this account to the Municipal Councils was 
Rs. 2,15,032. Thus, the total grants received by the various Municipal 
Councils amounted Rs. 10,69,548. 

Plan schemes. - Town improvement and slum clearance form the two Plan 
schemes by which theMunicipal Councils were concerned . 

Town Improvement. The works are classified into two , viz ., remunera 
tive and non - remunerative. Remunerative works are financed by loans from 
Government. Non-remunerative works are assisted by. 1/3 loan and 1/3 
grant provided the Municipality concerned meets the remaining 1/3 from its 
own fund. The budget allotment for this purpose for the year under report 
was Rs. 8 lakhs out of which a sum of Rs. 7,46,722.57 was actually disbursed 
to the Councils. 

Slum Clearance Scheme. - This is a centrally sponsored scheme for which 
the Government of India provides grants and loans. The working of the 
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scheme was not found to be quite practicable due to difficulties such as delay 
in land acquisitions, unwillingness of slum dwellers to vacate temporarily 
from their residence, inability of slum dwellers to pay rent, apathy towards 
the perpetual tenancy under the Councils , etc. 

Town Planning. — This scheme is operated by the Department of Town 
Planning. In the Municipal areas of Malabar region there were special 
staff for the strict enforcement of Town Planning Laws and building rules. 
Such staff for theMunicipal areas of Travancore-Cochin region have been 
sanctioned by Government during April, 1963. 

Communications & Public works. - Construction and maintenance ofroads, 
bridges, culverts, markets , stalls , bus stands, parks, latrines, urinals etc., 
were the main itemsof Public Works undertaken by the Municipalities. 

During the year under report the various councils have spent an aggre 
gate amount of Rs. 35,54,099 on execution of Public Works. The correspond 
ing figure in the previous year was only Rs. 29,37,130 . 

Street lighting:-During the year under report the various councils have 
maintained 31,343 electric lights and a sum of Rs. 8,43,895.76 was spent on 
this account. 

Public Health and Sanitation. - Cleaning of roads and Lanes, Scavenging , 
Mosquito control operations, Control of infectious diseases through vaccina 
tion and innoculation , running ofMidwifery and Child Welfare Centres, 
Prevention of Food Adulteration , Control of dangerous and offensive trades 
and the registration of births and deaths were some of the main Public 
Health activities of the Councils . 

During the year under report a sum of Rs. 39,20,845.56 was spent by 
the various Councils on Public Health activities. The corresponding amount 
for the previous year was Rs. 33,42,895 . 

Vital Statistics. - During the year under report a totalnumber of 51,273 
births and 10,466 deaths were registered by all the Municipalities. 

Vaccination . A total number of 3,33,710 vaccinations were done includ 
ing 35,950 primary vaccinations and 2,97,760 revaccinations. 

Epidemics.- During the year under report there was no outbreak of 
epidemics in the Municipalities except the outbreak of small.pox at 
Mattancherry and Palghat. The usual control measures like vaccination , 
etc., were taken and its spread was prevented . 

Anti-Mosquito Operations.-- These were effectively done only by those 
Municipalities which maintain special staff for the purpose . 50 % of the 
entire expenditure is met by special assistance from Government allowed for 
filarial areas. In respect of non -filarial areas Government allows 33 1/3 % 
of the expenditure and the remaining 662/3 % is met by the Councils 
concerned , 
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Conservancy and Compost production.- Construction and maintenance of 
public latrines and urinals, popularising the construction of E. S.P. type 
latrines and rendering financial assistance for the same, etc., are the main 
items under conservancy measures. 

During the year under report the various Councils earned a sum of 
Rs. 56,318.78 by the sale of compost produced by them . The corresponding 
figure for the previous year was 41,050 . 

Living conditions and conditions of work of Scavengers and Sweepers. - The 
Committee appointed by the Government to go into the above subject has 
recommended the eventual abolition of the scavenging system . The above 
recommendation , as well as others, are under examination by Government. 

Most ofthe Municipal Councils provide housing and other amenities to 
their Scavengers and Sweepers. The remaining few are trying to provide 
them to their employees. 

Prevention of Food Adulteration. During the year 4245 samples were taken 
(against 4146 in the previous year) out of which 628 were found adulterated. 
626 prosecutions were launched during the year against617 during the 
previous year. The total amount of fines realised comes to Rs. 33,492.50 
against Rs. 34,210 during the frevious year . 

Education . — Most of the Municipalities maintain libraries and reading 
rooms of their own while all the Municipalities encourage the grant- in -aid 
libraries and reading rooms by rendering financial assistance in the form of 
grant. The total expenditure on this item was Rs. 82,416 . 

Financial Position.--- The total demand , collection and balance of 
MunicipalRevenue in 62-63 and 63-64 were as under :

The percentage of collection in 63-64 is 81.4 % against 73.4 % in the 
previous year. 

Theaggregate cash Lalance with the Councils at the end ofMarch , 1964 
was Rs. 66.36 lakhs against Rs. 40.84 lakhs during the previous year. 

Conclusion. From the above, it may be seen that there was progress in 
the administration of the Municipal Councils during the year under review .

AWARD 
The Industrial Dispute between the above parties was referred to the 
Industrial Tribunal, Alleppey for adjudication by Government as per order 
No.G. O. Rt. No. 2137/63 dated 11-7-1963. Subsequently the Industrial 
Tribunal, Alleppey was abolished as per Order No. G. O. (MS) 790 /64 / 
HLD. dated 30-10-1964 and the Headquarters of the Industrial Tribunal, 
Trivandrum was shifted to Alleppey with effect from 1-12-1964 and redesi 
gnated as Industrial Tribunal, Alleppey. The case was then transferred to 
the Industrial Tribunal, Alleppey (Industrial Tribunal, Trivandrum redesi 
gnated ) by Order No. 73787 /64 /F4/HLD . dated 28-11-1964. The issues 
referred are as follows : 
The claim of the workmen engaged in T. S. No. 33, Sherthallai for : 

( 1) Bonus for the year 1962-63 ; 
(2 ) Double wages for the work on National and Festival 

Holidays ; 
Leave with wages ; 

Balance Wages ; 
(5 ) Preparation Charges ; 

Accessory Allowance . 
The Union submitted their claim statement on 23-10-1963 in which it 
was contended as follows : 

Sherthallai Taluk Chethu Thozhilali Union is a Union of tappers in the 
Sherthallai Taluk and the majority of the workmen in this area are members 
of this Union . Sri P. K. Parameswaran was the contractor of the T. S. 
No. 33 for the year 1962-63 and in that capacity is the employer of the 
workmen concerned in this dispute. The issues referred to , arose during the 
contract period ofthe employer. The wages and other service conditions in 
this Industry are governed and decided from time to time in the meeting of 
the Industrial Relations Committee, constituted by the State Government of 
which the Labour Commissioner is the Chairman . The decisions of the 
I. R. C. are accepted unanimously and Gare strictly adhered to by all the 
unions and employers. 

It is on the basis of the I. R. C. decisions, an Arbitration Award dated 
8-11-1963 and the customs and practice prevalent in the Sherthallai Taluk , 
regarding service conditions and wages, that a charter of demands was 
placed before the employer by the Union. The decisions of the I. R. C., 
the Award , customs, practice and usage have altogether become an implied 
term of the contract of service between themanagement and the workmen . 
The refusal on the part of the employer to implement the same is a clear 
violation of the terms of contract and is against Fair play and Justice. It is 
an unfair labour practice and is meant to victimise the workers. 

ISSUE No. 1 : BONUS FOR THE YEAR 1962-63. 
The Union has demanded 224 days wages as bonus for the year 
1962-63. All the other contractors have paid the same to their workmen in 
this Taluk , but this employer alone refuse to pay. It is only just and proper 
that this employer also pays the same amountas bonus. 


Issue No. 2 : DOUBLE WAGES FOR WORK ON NATIONAL AND 

FESTIVAL HOLIDAYS. 
In December 1961 the I. R. C. decided that the workmen in toddy 
tapping industry are entitled to double wages for six days , being their wages 
for National and Festival Holidays . The decision of the I. R. C. is followed 
throughout the State. In the Sherthallai area, ever since 1958-50, all the 
contractors were paying seven days wages, in pursuance of the provisions 
of the National and Festival Holidays Act of 1953. It is only just and 
proper that the workers in this establishment are also paid double wages; for 
seven days in 1962-63 as Wages for National and Festival Holidays. 

ISSUE No. 3 : LEAVE WITH WAGES : 
This demand of the Union is based on the aforesaid Arbitration award 
and also on the custom and practice prevalent in the industry . By the said 
Award 13 days leave with wages were granted to workmen . All the other 
employers in the area have implemented the decision of the Arbitrator . 
There is no reason why this employer should be an exception . 

ISSUE No. 4 : BALANCE WAGES : 
The employer has not settled the account of the workers and paid the 
full wages. 

In spite of the repeated demands made by the Union the 
employer has not paid the wages in full. The balance due to the workmen 
is Rs. 154.60. The employer shall be directed to pay the wages due to the 
workers. 

ISSUE No. 5 : PREPARATION CHARGES : 
The employer owes the workmen preparation charges for both seasons 
in 1962-63 at the rate of Rs. 4.50 per tree per season . This demand also is 
based on the Arbitration award . All the other employers have complied 
with the decisions of the Arbitrator. Therefore, this employer also should be 
ordered to pay the workmen as per the Award . 

Issue No. 6 ACCESSORY ALLOWANCE : 
The accessory allowance is fixed at Rs. 6 per tree which is to be given 
by the employer either in kind or in cash . In fact the workmen have already 
spent this amount of money from their own pockets for buying the necessary 
materials at the beginning of the season . The refusal on the part of the 
employer to pay even this amount which was spent by the workers , is quite 
unjustifiable. The employer should be directed to pay the amount as shown 
in Annexure A. 

The Union has filed an Annexure showing the quantum of bonus due 
to each workman for the year 1962-63. The annexure contains further , the 
details of the amount due to each worker with regard to Nat.onal and Festi 
val Holidays , double wages, the details regarding annount due as leave with 
wages, the balance of wages due to the workmen , the amount due a 
preparation charges and accessory allowance. 

The Union concluded with a prayer that the employer may be directe 
to pay the amount to the workers as per the details shown in ‘Annexure A .

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TheManagement submitted their reply statementon 23-3-1964 in which 
it was alleged as follows : 

The dispute referred for adjudication is the result ofthe ur compromising 
attitude of the workers taken during the time of dire t negotiation . The 
workmen were given adequate wages , bonus, and other emoluments taking 
into considerations the practice adop ed by similar contractors in the locality . 
The Arbitration award mentioned by the Union is not binding on the con 
tractor as he is not a party to the Arbitration . It is not correct to say that 
the dispute was referred to the Hon ble Arbitrator as per the decision of the 
I.R.C. The contractor was and is willing to accept all just and reasonable 
demands of the workers. He has not violated any of the terms and conditions 
of service . 

Issue No. 1 : - The contractor has paid the workers their bonus for the 
year 1962-63 at the rate prevalent in the locality. Nothing is due to the 
workers as bonus from the contractor . 

Issue No. 2 :—The demand of the Union for double wages for work on 
National and Festival Holidays is baseless. There was no decision by the 
I.R.C., in December 1961 regarding payment of double wages for workmen 
in toddy tapping industry . Yet the contractor has paid double wages for 
work done on National and Festival Holidays according to the custom and 
practice prevalent in the locality. The workmen therefore are not entitled 
to any relief. 

Issue No. 3 :-Asmentioned above the Arbitration award will not bind 
the contractor, but the contractor has paid leave with wages according to the 
custom and practice prevalent in Sherthallai Taluk . Nothing more is due to 
them by way of leave with wages . 

Issue No. 4 :-The allegation that there is a balance of wages due to the 
workers is not correct. The employer has settled the account and paid full 
wages as per the rates prevalent in the locality . Nothing is due to the 
workers by way of balance wages. 

Issue No. 5 :—The employer has paid preparation charges for the work 
done by the workers at the existing rates and as such nothing is due to them . 

Issue No. 6 :-The demand for accessory allowance is baseless since the 
contractor has supplied all the necessary accessories to the workmen ; so that 
nothing need be paid to them as accessory allowance . 

TheManagement concluded with a prayer that their contentions may be 
2pheld . 

The Union submitted a replication on 24-4-1564 in which they have 
repudiated all the allegations of the Management stated in their ieply state 
ment. The Union has further asserted that the reference to the Arbitrator 
for a decision of the dispute was as a result of the decision arrived at in the 
I.R.C : in toddy tapping industry. The I.R.C is the representative body 
of all the sections engaged in this industry , in which the State Labour Com 
missioner presides and the decisions of the I.R.C. are followed by all the 
parties concerned . Hence an Arbitration award arising on the decision of 
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the I.R.C. necessarily binds all those who are represented in the I.R.C. 
The workers are entitled to get bonus, wages for National and Festival Holi 
days, Leave with Wages, Balance Wages, Preparation charges and the acces 
sory allowance as shown in the Annexure attached to the claim statement. 

The case came up for evidence and Union examined WW1to WW4 and 
marked Ext. W1 to W3 also subject to proof. The Management cross 
examined only WWI and for the cross-examination of WW2, WW3 and 
WW4, the Learned Counsel for the Management was not available. The 
case was adjourned for the cross -examination of the said witnesses and 
although several opportunities were given to the Management to cross 
examine them the Management was continuously absent and their Counsel 
also was not present. Therefore the Management was declared ex parte on 
26-4-1965 and the case was adjourned for ex parte evidence if any and argu 
ments to 19-5-1965. Registered notice was also issued to theManagement to 
that effect. In spite of accepting registered notice the Management and his 
Counsel were absent on 19-5-1965 , and the Union submitted an affidavit 
fully endorsing all their contentions, in their statements. 

WWI, C. K. Ramankutty is one of the employees concerned . He 
was the only witness who was cross -examined by the Management s Counsel. 
He has categorically affirmed that he is entitled to get bonus for the year 
1962-63 and all other emoluments as is shown in the Annexure to the claim 
statement filed by the Union - The Learned Counsel for the Management 
cross- examined him at length , but could not discredit his veracity . The 
witnessmaintained what he has deposed in the chief examination . The 
Learned Counsel for the Management produced certain books containing 
vouchers, alleged to have been executed by the workers. The witness flatly 
denied the signing in the vouchers produced by the employer. The signa 
ture shown to him as put against his name was totally denied by him . He 
has also denied the hand-writing. Only one of such books was marked as 
Ext. Mi, subject to proof. Anyhow , this book could not be proved properly 
since the Management did not dare to examine anybody for and on behalf 
of them . 

Witnesses WW2,WW3 and WW4, are three other workers concerned 
in the dispute. They have also marked Ext. W1, W2 and W3 respectively 
which are tapping passes given to them by the Union . These documents 
would show how much money has been paid to them and how much is due 
to them as balance. Asmentioned above these witnesses were not cross 
examined by the Learned Counsel for the Management. All these witnes 
ses have fully endorsed all the contentions of the Union and have upheld the 
statement of accounts filed as Annexure to the claim statement by the 
Union . 

Since I do not find any reason to disbelieve these witnesses I have no 
hesitation to come to the conclusion that the workmen are entitled to get all 
that are demanded , by them . Therefore, I pass this Award upholding the 
contentions of the Union and directing the Management to pay the amount 
of Rs. 2064.16 to the Union in pursuance of bonus due for the year 1962-63 
at 224 days wages, double wages for National and Festival holidays at seven 


days wages, leave with wages at 13 days, balance wages due, preparation 
charges and accessory allowance due to the ten workmen concerned in the 
dispute. This Award shall come into force on the expiry of 30 days of its 
publication in the Government Gazette.

AWARD 
This is a dispute between the Secretary, Western India Plywoods 
Limited , Baliapattam and his workmen represented by the Western India 
Plywoods and Hard Board Workers Union, Baliapattam . The dispute 
relates to the discharge of two workers, viz., Sri M. S. Kumaran and 

G. 1909 
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Sri O. K. Unnikrishnan . It has been referred to this Tribunal for adjudica 
tion under Section 10 (1) (d ) of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 , by Govern 
ment Order No. 10579 /H3/64/HLD dated 6-3-1964. 

2. The Union had set out its case in its statement dated 13-5-1964 as 
follows: 

Sri M.S. Kumaran was an employee of the concern from 1958 onwards. 
Hewas denied employmentwith effect from 12-1-1962. The worker was 
put under suspension from 12-1-1962 onwards and a domestic enquiry was 
conducted against him for certain charges of misconduct and ultimately 
the Management filed an approval application seeking permission of the 
Tribunal to discharge the worker. The approval was granted on " prima 
facie" evidence. The domestic enquiry and all the connected proceedings 
taken against the worker are without bonafides . It has been resorted to by 
the Management as a measure of victimisation and it amounts to unfair 
labour practice. The worker has not committed any offence as alleged . 
Hehas been singled out and sought to be penalised only for his active trade 
union activities. Sri O. K. Unnikrishnan was an employee of the concern 
from 1960. The Management denied employment to this worker also on 
12-1-1962 when he presented himself for work along with Sri M.S. Kumaran . 
Since then he was kept under suspension . A domestic enquiry was conduct 
ed against him for certain charges of misconduct. The Management then 
file l an approval application before this Tribunal and approval was granted 
on " prima facie” evidence to discharge him from service of the Manage 
ment. The domestic enquiry conducted against this worker was a mere 
farce and it was actuated by ulterior motives. The action taken against 
this worker also is a measure of victimisation and amounts to unfair labour 
practice. He has been penalised for his legitimate trade union activities 
as the then Secretary of the Union . In the case of both the above workers 
the Management has received the approval of the Tribunal to discharge 
them . But they have never been actually discharged and no discharge order 
has been served on them by theManagement so far. The workers are even 
now illegally kept out of employment and they are entitled to be reinstated 
with back wages and continuity of service. 

3. The Management filed its counter statement on 23-6-1964. The 
contentions of the Management are that the charges of misconduct against 
the two workers were fully proved , at the domestic enquiry, that the said 
enquiry was quite fair and proper, that the Tribunal accorded its approval 
for the discharge of the workers only after an elaborate consideration of the 
oral and documentary evidence adduced by the parties in the case, that the 
allegation of victimisation and unfair labour practice is totally unfounded , 
that the discharge orders have been duly served on the two workmen , 
that there has been no want of good faith on the part of the Management 
in the action taken against the two workers and that having regard to the 
gravity and seriousness of the misconducts committed by them their reinstate 
ment will not be conducive to industrial peace or healthy industrial 
relation . 
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4. The Union filed a rejoinder on 13-8-1964 controverting the conten 
tions of the Management and reiterating its prayer for the reinstatement of 
the workers. 

5. The trial started with the marking of Exts. MI to M3 for the Mana 
gement on 23-12-1964. On the same day the parties filed a joint Memo 
randum of Settlement by which the Union withdrew its claim regarding the 
discharge of O. K. Unnikrishnan and admitted that he is not entitled to any 
relief. Regarding M. S. Kumaran , the Management agreed to pay him 
Rs. 406 on an ex- gratia basis and without creating a precedent. The claim 
for the wages due to him for the period he was kept under suspension pend 
ing enquiry from 13-1-1962 to 27-2-1963 was however left over for adjudi 
cation . 

6. Thereafter, there were further attempts at settlementwith regard to the 
claim left outstanding. Finally on 29-5-1965 the parties filed another Joint 
Memorandum of Settlement in supersession of the previous Settlement. This 
latter Settlement is shown below as Annexure. The terms of the said settle 
ment appear to be quite reasonable and proper. I would accordingly accept 
the same and pass this award in accordance therewith . This award shall 
come into force on the expiry of 30 days after its publication in the Govern 
ment Gazette .

AWARD 
This is a dispute between the Malayalam Plantation Ltd., Quilon - 1 and 
the workmen of the above estate represented by the Deputy General 
Secretary, Estate Staffs Union of South India , Coonoor. It has been referred 
for adjudication to this Tribunal by Government Order No. G.O. Rt. 2591/ 
64 /HĽD . dated 17-8-1964 of the Health and Labour (H ) Department. The 
only issue is - 

" Promotion of Sri A. C. Hurtis, Estate mechanic as a group mechanic." 
G. 1795 /B . 


2. The Union filed its statement on 26-9-1964. They have stated their 
case as follows : 

Mr. A. C. Hurtis has more than 14 years service to his credit in the 
company and during these years he has served for a considerable period at 
Chundale as the estate mechanic . He has through out rendered meritorious 
service and all the estate superintendents under whom he worked had 
nothing but appreciation for his work . In fact one of the previous superin 
tendents under whom he served voluntarily recommended his case to the 
company for promotion to the cadre of a group mechanic , which was at 
that time available in the Wynad arca itself . Unfortunately , however, 
this company has adopted the unhealthy practice of importing outsiders as 
group mechanics ignoring the superior claims of the existing estate mechanics 
like Mr. A. C. Hurtis . During the year 1963 when posts of two group 
mechanics fell vacant in Wynad area Mr Hurtis made a request to the com 
pany to give him a chance to serve as a group mechanic . This request of 
Mr. Hurtis was supported by the Wynad branch of the E. S. U.S. I. also 
and the decision of that branch was communicated to the Company by the 
General Secretary of the Union as per his letter dated 5-4-1963. The com 
pany , however turned down this request with a view to provide for their 
favourites. The General Secretary of the Union then made a request to 
give Mr. Hurtis a chance by promoting him as a group mechanic at least 
on probation for a period of time so that he could show his merit and 
qualify himself to hold that post permanently . Even that request was 
rejected . The present Superintendent of Achoor Estate has now begun to 
harass and penalise Mr. Hurtis with the object of creating an impression that 
he is unfit even to be an estate mechanic . In these circumstances the Union 
prays that the Tribunal may be pleased to direct the Management to 
promote Mr. Hurtis as a group mechanic with all attendant benefits. 

3. The Management has filed a counter statement on 29-10-1964 
contending inter alia that the dispute referred for adjudication is not an 
industrial dispute, that the Estate Staffs Union of Southern India is a Union 
open to staff members of all over south India and is not a union of the Staff 
of Achoor Estate alone, that all the staff or a substantial number of staff 
members of Achoor Estate have not supported this dispute, that the reference 
of this dispute for adjudication is without jurisdiction , that the duties and 
responsibilities of a group mechanic are entirely different from those of an 
estate mechanic, thatMr. Hurtis is not at all equipped with necessary know 
ledge, experience, training or competency to do such work , that the person 
who was recruited as the group mechanic had experience in this line for a 
number of years as he was employed in the Engineering Department of 
Harrisons & crossfiled L d ., that Mr. Hurtis is an estate mechanic in Achoor 
Estate, that from experience and also from the opinion of the various 
Superintendents under whom he served , the company was of the definite 
opinion that he was not capable of discharging the duties and responsiblities 
of a group mechanic, that it is not the practice of the Company to promote 
an estate mechanic even if he is a senior most mechanic as a group mechanic 
and that the decision of the Management to recruit an outsider to the post 


is not liable to be questioned by Mr. Hurtis in any manner whatsoever. 
TheManagement has absolute right to decide whether a person is suitable 
for promotion or not and also to recruit outsiders if found necessary . The 
Management accordingly contends that the Union is not entiiled to any 
relief. 

4. The Union has filed a rejoinder on 10-12-1964 refuting the contentions 
of the Management. 

5. The case came up for evidence on several occasions. Finally on 
24-5-1965 when the case was taken up , the Deputy General Secretary of the 
Union submitted that he is not pressing the issue. 

He has also made an 
endorsement to that effect on the order of reference. I accordingly pass this 
award holding that there is no subsisting dispute between the parties. This 
award shall come into force on the expiry of 30 days after its publication in 
the Government Gazette .

AWARD 
These cases were formerly I. D. Nos. 2/62 and 9/63 of the Industrial 
Tribunal, Ernakulam . They were transferred to this Tribunal on the aboli. 
tion of the Industrial Tribunal, Ernakulam . These disputes have been 
referred by Government Order No. L4-103145/61-2 /HLD dated 11-1-1962 
and by G. O.No. 76465 /H4/62 /HLD dated 12-2-1963 respectively . 

2. The parties are the same in both the cases, viz., the Management of 
Bombay Company ( Private) Ltd., Cochin -l on the one hand and their 
workmen represented by the General Secretary , Cochin Commercial Em 
ployees Association , Cochin on the other. The subjectmatter of the dispute 
in 1. D. 78/64 relates to the bonus for the year 1959-60, while the subject 
matter of the dispute in I. D. 84/64 relates to the bonus for the year 1960-61. 
These cases were tried jointly as per order dated 23-10-1964 in M. P. 84/64 
in I. D. 84/64. 

3. The claim is made on identical grounds in both the cases. In the 
statement of the Association it is stated that during the period in question the 
Company has made enormous profits and also that the Company has by its 
conduct recognised as a condition of service of the employees of the Company, 
payment of 3 /24th of their annual basic earnings as bonus irrespective of the 
profit and loss position . The claim in I. D. 78/64 is for 5 months earnings 
as bonus for the year 1959-60. The claim in I. D. 84/64 is for 4 months 
earnings as bonus for the year 1960-61. 

4. In the counter statement filed by the Management they have denied 
their liability to pay any bonus for the years in question . They contend that 
there has been no surplus profit after meeting prior charges like depreciation , 
provision for tax , rehabilitation , etc. They also deny that they have recog 
nised any implied condition of service as alleged by the Association . 

5. In the reply statement filed by the Association they have reiterated 
their claim . 

6. On behalf of the Management one witness was examined as MWI 
and exhibits Mi to M10 were marked. The Union was taking time re 
peatedly for their evidence and ultimately on 7-5-1965, they filed a statement 
withdrawing their claim in both the cases. The said statement runs as 
follows: 

“ The above dispute relates to bonus for the years 1959-60 
and 1960-61. For these two years, the Union has objec 
tions to certain items of expenditure. But on a calcula 
tion , it is prima facie found that if those items are added 
back even then there may not be enough available surplus 
for payment of bonus more than what has been paid to the 
employees as per the judgement of the Supreme Court in 
C. A. 583/63. 

Hence Zwithout prejudice to the contentions of the 
Association regarding the various items of expenditure , the 
Association does not press the claims for both the above 
years. 
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The Association prays that it may be permitted to 

reserve its right to object to the said items in future years." 
The Judgement of the Supreme Court in C. A. 583/63 above referred to is 
marked in this case as Ext. M9. That was a dispute between the same 
parties and it was held by the Supreme Court that the implied condition of 
service recognised by the Management is to pay only one months basic 
wages as bonus irrespective of the profit and loss position . It is admitted 
before me by Learned Counsel for the Union that the Managementhas been 
paying the above bonus all these years. 

7 In view of the above statement filed by the Union , I hold that the 
workmen are not entitled to any bonus on the basis of profits for the years 
1959-60 and 1960-61. The references are answered accordingly . This will 
constitute the award in both the cases. The Union will be at liberty to 
question the various items of expenditure in respect of future years. This 
award shall come into force on the expiry of 30 days after its publication in 
the Government Gazette.

4. A preliminary objection has been raised in both the cases by the 
Management that the reference is incompetent and consequently this. 

Tribunal has no jurisdiction to try the disputes. According to the Manage 
ment the appropriate Government to make the reference is the Central 
Government and not the State Government. This objection is raised in 
paragraph 1 (one) of the counter statement filed by the Management in 
1. D. 94/64 . By agreement of parties , evidence in support of the preliminary 
objection was taken in this case. The management examined MWI, who is 
the Manager of all the four companies . The Union proved and marked 
Ext. W1 through him . 
5. The point for determination is— 

“ Whether the reference of the dispute by the State Govern 
ment is competent or in other words, whether the State 
Government is the appropriate Government to make the 
reference ." . 


6. The reference in both the cases is under Section 10 (1) (d ) of the 
Industrial Disputes Act, 1947. Section 2 (a ) of the Act contains the relevant 
provision regarding the appropriate Government which has to make the 
reference. Omitting immaterialwords, Section reads thus : 

" In this Act unless there is anything repugnant in the subject 

or context 
(a) " Appropriate Government” means- 
(1) In relation to any industrial dispute concerning a Banking 

or Insurance Company, a Mine, an (Oil field , a Canton 
ment Board , or a Major Port, the Central Government, 

and 
( 2) In relation to any other industrial dispute the State 

Government." 
7. According to the Management the appropriate Government to make 
the reference is the Central Government. This contention is sought to be 
rested on two grounds,viz ., (1) the dispute concerns the Port of Cochin which 
is a major Port, and (2 ) the business carried on by the Companies is shipping 
and stevedoring and these activities come under the purview of the Control 
of Shipping Act, and the industry carried on by the Management is thus a 
controlled industry . The second ground has only to be rejected in limine, 
because there has been no notification by the CentralGover ment specifying 
the industry carried on by the Management as a " controlled " industry for 
the purpose of Section 2 (a ) (1) . The decisions reported in 1960 (I) LLJ 


262 and 1960 (II) LLJ 272 are clear authorities for the position , that to 
attract the provisions of Section 2 (a ) (1) of the Industrial Disputes Act, it is 
not enough that the industry is a controlled industry : but that it is further 
necessary that it shoul I be specified " in this behalf ” that the industry in 
question is a controlled industry. In fairness to the Learned Counsel for 
the Management I may also state that he did not seriously press this ground 
in view of the above decisions. 

8. Now , therefore, only the first ground survives for consideration . 
The crucial question is “ whether the dispute is one concerning a Major 
Port.” It may at once be stated that it is agreed on all hands that the Port 
of Cochin is a Major Port. 

9. MW1who is the Manager of all the four Companies has given 
evidence to the following effect : 

“ The first three companies are Shipping Companies . They 
own steamers and carry cargo in their steamers from Cochin to 
all the ports in India . For these three Companies that is the 
main and only business. The 4th Company is carrying on 
business in Cochin as Stevedores, Lighterage and Clearing 
and Forwarding . Lighterage means unloading cargo from 
Ship and also loading export cargo in the ship . We canvass 
cargo for shipment by our ships. The employees of the four 
companies concerned in the reference are clerks, accountants, 
Godown keepers, peons and watchmen and driver. These 
employees attend to the clerical, accounting and godown work, 
customs, delivery, etc. in respect of the cargo that is shipped 
or arrived . Our office and godown are situated within the 

port area in the Cochin Port." 
The above evidence stands uncontradicted . The cross-examination is 
mainly concerned with the plea of estoppel raised by the Union . It will be 
dealt with presently . 

10. The word " concern " is defined in the Shorter Oxford English 
Dictionary as meaning " to have relation or reference to , to affect, to 
involve, to be of impo tance to," In view of this wide amplitude of the 
word concern , it cannot be seriously contended that the activities carried 
on by the four companies in question as detailed , by MWI do not concern 
the Port of Cochin as the handling of export and import cargo must per force 
form one of the important functions of a Port. Valuable light is also thrown 
on this aspect by the decision of the Bombay High Court in Tulsidas Khimji 
Vs. Jee Jee Bhoy, reported in 1961 (I) LLJ 42. In that case a partnership firm 
was running 4 departments- ( 1) Clea ing and Shipping; ( 2) Godown 
department ; (3) Insurance Department ; and (4) a Cotton Supervising and 
Controlling Department. The employer retrenched some of the employees 
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in the Department of clearing and Shipping and Godown Departments. 
These two departments carried on activities relating to a Major Port. The 
workmen contended that all the 4 departments must be treated as one unit 
for the purpose of applying the provision of Section 25 (G ) of the Industrial 
Disputes Act. The Central Government referred the dispute for 
adjudication. The validity of the reference was challenged on the ground 
that the Central Governmentwas not the appropriate Government and also 
on the ground that the reference included workmen employed in other 
activities not falling in any of the items mentioned in Section 2 (a ) of the 
Act. Negativing the contention it was held that the activities carried on in 
the two departments could be said to be concerning a Major Port and as 
the dispute related to retrenchment in these two departments , the Central 
Government would be the appropriate Government for making the reference. 
This decision is very pertinent to show that in order that a dispute may 
concern a Port it is not necessary that it should be one between the Port and 
its own workmen . It would be enough if the activities relate to a Major 
Port. I am , therefore, of the view that the dispute in this case concerns a 
Major Portwithin themeaning of Section 2 (a ) ( 1) of the Act. It follows 
that the appropriate Government to make the reference can only be the 
Central Government. 


11. The plea of estoppel is raised by the Union in their reply statement 
filed on 20-5-1964. The stand taken up by the Union is that the Manage 
ment is estopped from questioning the validity of the reference on the ground 
that theManagement had entered into a settlement with their workmen 
regarding this dispute which was later incorporated in the award of the 
Industrial Tribunal, Ernakulam , in I. D. 28/57 and also because the 
Management had voluntarily participated in the conciliation proceedings 
inititaed by the Conciliation Officer, appointed by the Government ofKerala 
and that at no time during the conciliation or before the reference was 
made, did the Management question the jurisdiction , of the State Govern 
ment to act as the appropriate Government with regard to this dispute. I 
do not think that in a matter of jurisdiction, a plea of estoppel can at all be 
raised because it is well settled that even consent cannot confer jurisdiction 
where there is none. Ext. W1 is the award in I. D. 28/57 referred to above. 
Even that award makes it quite clear that the Agreement was entered into 
without prejudice to any of the legal contentions raised in the written 
statements of the parties and liberty is reserved to raise them in future 
disputes ( Sec para 10 ). Furthermore , MW1 categorically swears that in 
I. D. 28/57 the Management had raised the specific contention that the 
appropriate Government in respect of the dispute was not the State 
Government, but the CentralGovernment and this statement has not been 
controverted . I also fail to see how mere participation in conciliation pro 
ceedings can operate as an estoppel. It could only mean that the Manage 
ment was desirous of coming to a peaceful settlement. In my view , there 
fore , the plea of estoppel has no force. 
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12. In the result I hold that the present reference is not valid as it 
should have been made not by the State Government but by the Central 
Government. The reference is answered accordingly . This will operate as 
the award in this case. This award will govern I. D. 87/64 also . A copy 
of this award will be incorporated in the records of that case.

This is a dispute between the Manager , Pazhuvil Tile Works, Pazhuvi) 
and the workmen of the above concern represented by the Secretary 
Pazhuvil Tile Workers Union , Pazhuvil referred for adjudication to this 
Tribunal by Order G. O.Rt.

2. The Union submitted their statement on 18-9-1964. It is contended 
in the statement that the workers demanded 15 % of the total emoluments as 
bonus and pursuant to an agreement the Management paid 5 % of the wages 
as advance towards bonus agreeing that the balance amount towards bonus 
would be paid at the timeof the final settlement. In the Karuvannur area 
the other Managements of tile factories have paid 8 % of the total emoluments 
and there are instances where 10 % of the total emoluments are paid as bonus 
for the year 1962. The year 1962 was a prosperous year for the title industry 
and the management has made huge profits and the workers are entitled to 
get 15 % of the total emoluments as bonus. There is a wide gap between the 
living wages and actual wages and to fill up this gap bonus has to be paid to 
the workers. 

3. Issue No. 2 Bonus for the year 1963. - It is contended by the Union 
under this issue that the year 1963 was also a prosperous year for the title 
industry and the management has the capacity to pay a higher rate of bonus . 
The Union has demanded 15 % of the total emoluments as bonus for the 
year 1963. 

4. Issue No. 3 Eligibility for adult wages from 1-1-1964 to Kochannam , Anies 
nd Elsy .-- All the above three workers are above 20 years of age and certifi 
cates were also produced before the Management. The Management has 
begun to pay the wages of adult workers to these workers from February, 
1964. The Union requests that it is only proper that for these three workers 
the difference in wages from 1-1-1964 may be granted . 

For the reasons 
stated above the union prays that an award may be passed upholding their 
contentions. 

5. The Management submitted their counter statement on 1-10-1964 . 
It is contended in the statement that the year 1962 was not a prosperous 
year as is alleged by the Union , that the Management has not made huge 
profit during the year but in contrast suffered heavy loss on account of the 
trike by workers from 15th May to the 17th July and that the averment that 
he Management agreed to pay the balance amount towards bonus at the 
ime of final settlement is not correct. The tile factories in Karuvannur area 
ire in a more advantageous position in so far as their tiles generally fetch a 
etter price. The Management tile factory is not in Karuvannur area and 
he claim for enhanced bonus on that basis is not maintainable. The 
Aanagement concern is an infant one and has not been able to get a return 
n the capital invested . Therefore the claim for arrears of bonus is neither 
astified nor maintainable... , 

) 
16. Issie No. 2 Bosztes for the year 1963. - With regrad to this issue the 

Tanagement contends that it is wrong to say that the Management has the 
ipacity to pay a higher rate of bonus. Themanagement has not made any 
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substantial profit justifying payment ofany bonus. The partners of the firm 
have not received anything towards the return on their capital. It is 
therefore, only just and proper that this claim be disallowed . 

7. Issue No. 3. - The Management contends that the reference itself is 
bad in law since as a matter of fact the dispute had been settled through 
conciliation proceedings. The conciliation officer directed the workers to 
produce their baptism certificates as proof of their age and the Management 
was directed to pay adult wages from the date of production of certificates 
subject to their eligibility. The certificates were produced only on 27-5-1964 . 
The Management has confirmed the workers on 1-1-1964 and paid them 
adult wages from February onwards, long before the labourers produced the 
sertificates. The Union had never put forward a case that the workers 
concerned were eligible to get adult wages from any day prior to the 
production of the baptism certificates. The claim has therefore to be rejected . 

8. The Union has filed a rejoinder controverting all the allegations in 
the reply statement filed by the Management. 

9. The case came up for evidence on several dates and on 21-5-1965 
the partieś reported settlement. They have also filed a Memorandum of 
settlement, which is given below as Annexure. I find the terms of settlement 
just and reasonable and pass the award in terms thereof. This award shall 
come in to force on the expiry of 30 days after its publication in the 
Government Gazette .

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AWARD 


This dispute arises out of a complaint filed under Section 33A of the 
Industrial Disputes Act. The complainant is a workman employed in the 
Chalakudy Factory of the Standard Furniture Company Ltd. Chalakudy. 
On 19-11-1964 , the Management issued an order dismissing the complainant 
from service for alleged misconduct. The dismissal was made during the 
pendency of I. D. 35/63, which was a dispute between the management and 
its workmen . The dismissal is challenged by the Complainant on the 
following grounds: 

2. The Management has not sought the approval of the Tribunal for 
the action taken . No application for approval has been made by the 
Management simultaneously with the issuance of the dismissal order or as a 
part of the same transaction . The Management has also not offered or paid 
one month s wages to the complainant before or at the time of dismissal. 
The Management has thus contravened section 33 of the Industrial Disputes 
Act. The charges alleged against the complainant were that he committed 
theft of a coconut belonging to another workman and also assaulted the 
latter at the Company gate on 31-10-1964. The said charges are false. The 
complainant did not commit any of the said acts. The enquiry conducted 
by the Management was a sham and improper one. The complainant was 
not given a reasonable opportunity to defend himself . The Management 
had made up their mind to dismiss the complainant even before the enquiry 
The findings at the domestic enquiry are perverse. The complainant has 
been a member of the Standard Furniture Company Labour Union for 
some timepast. In March , 1962 the Union placed a charter of demands 
before the Management. The Managementmade some offers for settle 
ment, but they were rejected as unsatisfactory by the general body meeting 
of the Union held on 3-8-1964 . Thereafter the Management attempted to 
win over a section of the union members and make them accept their terms. 
The complainant and other workmen refused to follow the Management and 
desert the Union . The Union had also filed a writ petition in the High 
Court questioning the settlement entered into between the Management and 
dissident members . Ever since these developments, the Management has 
been taking a hostile attitude towards the workmen like the complainant 
who refused to desert the Union leadership at the behest of the Management. 
The present charge against the complainant and his dismissal have been 
motivated by the Management s hostility towards the complainant. Just a 
few days prior the present action the Management had foisted another 
charge of theft against the petitioner. Since no evidence for such a charge 
was forthcoming the Management could not dismiss the petitioner and they 
punished him with 4 days suspension . The present charge has been delibe 
rately foisted on the petitioner with the aid of the dissident workers. Thc 
entire action of the Management is malafide and pre- conceived. Even 
assuming the charges to be true, the Management cannot take action against 
he complainant for alleged theft of property belonging to some one else and 
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for acts done outside the factory premises and out of working hours. The 
dismissal of the complainant is unjust and illegal. For these reasons the 
complainant prays that the Tribunal may be pleased to pass such order as it 
deems just and proper in the circumstances of the case. 

3. The Management filed a counter statement in which they plead 
that they have not violated any of the provisionsof Section 33 of the Indus 
trial Disputes Act, that the complainant was dismissed from service only for 
proved misconduct, that the domestic enquiry is not liable to be impugned 
on any ground, that the findings of the Enquiry Officer are fully supported 
by the evidence recorded in the enquiry and are not perverse, that the 
complainant had every opportunity to defend himself, that the action taken 
by the Management was perfectly bonafide and that the Management has 
not been actuated by any ulterior motives. They also plead that the mis 
conduct proved against the complainant are acts which are subversive of 
discipline merting dismissal under the Standing Orders. According to the 
Management their action in dismissing the complainant does not call for any 
interference . 


4. After some intermediate postings for evidence, the case came up 
finally on 19-5-1965. On that date, it was represented by counsels appearing 
for the respective parties that they have settled the dispute . They have also 
filed a Joint Memorandum of Settlement in which it is prayed that an 
award may be passed in terms thereof. The termsof the settlement appear 
to be just and reasonable . I would therefore, accept the same and pass the 
award in accordance therewith . The Memorandum of settlement is 
appended below as Annexure. This award shall come into force on the 
expiry of 30 days after its publication in the Government Gazette.

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AWARD 
This is a dispute between the Receiver, St. Joseph s Tile Works, 
Padavaratt, Ollur and the workmen of the above concern represented by the 
Secretary , Ollur , Marathakkara Ottu Company Thozhilali Union , P.O. 
Anchery, Ollur, Trichur District referred by Government Order No.G. O. 
Rt. No. 3782/64 /HLD dated 25-11-1964 to this Tribunal for adjudication . 
The issue is the following: - 

" Discharge of Sri Kuriyakkavu Ouseph Vavoo and the reliefs he is 
entitled to ." 

2. The Union submitted their claim statement on 2-2-1965 . It is con 
tended by the Union that the worker has to his credit forty seven years of 
continuous service in the Company and that he was kept out of employment 
from 15th June , 1959 for no fault of his. His salary was Rs. 50 at the time 
of denial of employment. The attempts of the Labour Department to make 
an amicable settlement proved futile . The act of the Management in deny 
ing work to Sri Vavoo is highly improper and illegal. No charge sheet has 
been framed against the employee and no enquiry has been conducted . The 
mandatory provisions of the Industrial Disputes Act have been totally ignored 
by the Management and all the principles of natural justice violated . No 
opportunity was given to the employee to know the reasons for his non 
employment. Nothing was paid to the employee towards compensation or 
notice pay. Bonus for the years 1955 , 1956 , 1957 and 1958 remain unpaid . 
For the above reasons the Union prays that the Tribunal may be pleased to 
pass an award directing the Management to reinstate Sri Vavoo with full 
back wages and also to pay him the bonus due and ordering such other reliefs 
as it deems fit. 
3. The Management filed their reply statement on 19-2-1965. 

It is con 
tended by the Management that Sri Vavoo abandoned service under the 
Company for good , years before . The number of years of service and the 
rate of pay of the worker, are not known to the Management. The allegation 
that he approached the Management for an amicable settlement of the dis 
pute is false. He did not come for work nor his whereabouts were known or 
let known to the Management. The Management has not violated the pro 
visions of any law . The worker has abandoned work in 1959 long before its 
closure on 9-11-1963. So he is not entitled to compensation due to an 
employee on the closure of an undertaking. The worker was employed 
elsewhere and had no attraction to take up work in the tile factory. To 
provide him with work is out of question as the establishment itself has ceased 
to exist from 9-11-1963. Following a suit in the District Court of Trichur 
for dissolution of the partnership and accounting the Court appointed 
Receivers for the management of the factory . The present Receiver took up 
receivership of the tile factory from 9-9-1964 . As it was found difficult to run 
the factory by the Receivers it was leased out but this was terminated by a 
court order and ultimately the factory was closed down by court order from 
9-11-1963. The subject matter of the dispute has arisen after the closure of 
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the tile factory and as such the dispute is not maintainable. The issue 
referred for adjudication is wrong as the worker has not been discharged by 
the Management. The dispute in this case is not an industrial dispute. 

4. The Union filed a rejoinder controverting all the averments in the 
counter statement of the Management. 

5. When the case came on for evidence on 21-5-1965, the worker concern 
ed filed a statement to the effect that he has settled the dispute with the 
Management and has obtained satisfaction of all his claims and further that 
he does not seek any more relief against the Management. Since the Union 
is not a party to the alleged Settlement the worker was examined as WW1. 
In his evidence he says that the Management has promised to pay him 
Rs. 1000 (Rs. One Thousand) as compensation and that he is content with 
that. In view of this evidence the Secretary of the Union endorsed on the 
claim statement that the Union is not pressing the case. 
6. I accordingly hold that there is no subsisting dispute between the

AWARD 
This dispute!Carises out of a complaint filed under Section 33 A of the 
Industrial Disputes Act. The complainant was in the service of the New 
India Fisheries Ltd., Cochin - 5 . as " Oiler" . By an order dated 5-12-1964, 
the Management terminated the services of the complainant with effect from 
6-12-1964 on the ground that his work was found to be unsatisfactory . The

termination of the service was made during the pendency of I. D. 102/64, 
which was another dispute between the Management and their workmen . 
The termination of the service of the complainant is challenged by him on the 
following grounds. 

2. The complainant was neither offered nor paid one month s wages 
by the Management. The Management has also not applied for the approval 
of the action taken by them against the petitioner to this Tribunal. The 
Management has thus violated the provisions of Section 33 of the Industrial 
Disputes Act. Further no charge sheet was ever issued to the complainant 
nor was he given an opportunity to answer the allegations against him . The 
Management is ill disposed towards the complainant for the reason that he 
has joined as a member of the Cochin Fisheries Labour Union . A number 
of workers have been dismissed by the Management on one ground or ano 
ther for their association with the said Union . The action taken by the 
Management is malafide and is in violation of the provisions of Section 33 
of the Industrial Disputes Act. For the above reasons the complainant 
prays that the Tribunalmay be pleased to pass such orders as it may deem 
fit and proper. 

3. The Management filed a counter statement in which they plead 
that they are not guilty of contravention of the provisions of Section 33 of 
the Industrial Disputes Act. The complainant was only a probationer and 
the probation period was terminated with effect from 6-12-1964 as he was 
found unfit on the Engineer s report. On 6-12-1964 no industrial dispute 
was pending between the Management and the Union since the Industrial 
Tribunal, Ernakulam stood abolished on 1-12-1964. Therefore , the Mana 
gement has not violated Section 33 of the Industrial Disputes Act, in termi 
nating the services of the complainant. It was clearly stated in the appoint 
ment order issued to the complainant that his continuation and confirma 
tion will depend upon the Chief Engineer s report. The Chief Engineer 
found his work quite unsatisfactory and it was only on the basis of the said 
report that the services of the complainant were terminated . The Manage 
ment do not know whether the complainant is a member of the Cochin 
Fisheries Labour Union and the allegations with regard to that are made 
only to malign them and are contrary to truth . The Management plead 
that the complainant is not entitled to get any relief and pray that this 
Court may be pleased to dismiss the complaint. 

4. The complainant was examined as WW1and Exts . W1 and W2 
were marked . Wi is the appointment order dated 30-9-1964 issued to the 
complainant and W2 is Memo dated 5-12-1964 terminating the services of 
the complainant. The case was then adiourned to 21-5-1965 . 

5. On 21-5-1965 , it was represented by the counsels appearing for the 
respective parties that they have settled the dispute. They have also filed a 
Deed of Settlement, which is given below as Annexure. I find the terms of 
Settlement just and reasonable and pass this award in terms thereof.

1. The training of candidates in Chain Surveying in the S. K. V.T. 
Institute , Trikodithanam , Changanacherry recognised by Government in 
D. Dis . 1419 /Rev . dated 29-7-1949 will be conducted according to the 
instructions issued by the Director of Survey and Land Records from time 
to time.

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2. The Institute 

may nominate its candidate for Entrance 
Examinations and the Director of Survey and Land Records shall select for 
training in the Institute those nominees who come out successful in the 
Entrance Examinations. 

3. Simultaneously with the commencement of a Chain Survey Training 
Course in any of the Government Schools, the Institute will be allowed to 
start a training course for the benefit of those selected . Such training course

AMENDMENTS

(i) in clause (g ) of Rule 2, the words " as specified in the Schedule" 
shall be added at the end. (2 ) for the note under rule 3, the following note 
shall be substituted , namely : 

" Note :—The medicinal preparations supplied from the S. K. V. A. 

Co- operative Pharmacy , Limited , Trichur, shall be treated as 
property of the Government of Kerala for the purposes of this 

rule " . 
(3 ) in rule 4 , the second and third sentences shall be omitted . 

(4 ) in rule 5 , the words " such of those preparations classified as" 
shall be omitted . 

(5) in rule 6, for the second paragraph , the following paragraphs 
shall be substituted , namely : 

" If any manufacturer has any complaint on the classification of his 
preparation , he may represent the matter in writing to the Commissioner 
together with two samps of the preparation in question of not less than 200 
milli litres each and the recipe for the same. The Commissioner shall con .

and if necessary may refer the matter to the Government for issue of appro 
priate orders.

The Committee on Subordinate Legislation in its 8th Report has 
suggested certain amendments to the rules issued under S. R. O. 218 ;62 . 
This notification is issued for the purpose of implementing some of its recom 
mendations.

Special Rules applicable to Autorickshaws. 
329A . Lamp. (1) Lamp for autorickshaws- Every autorickshaw shall be 
fitted with one head and two side white lights or two head lights on the 
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body in the front. In addition to the front lights, an autorickshaw shall be 
fitted with a rear light showing to the rear, a red light visible from a distance 
of 150 metres and illuminating with white light the registration mark exhibited 
in the rear of the vehicle so as to render it legible from a distance of 15 metres 
and also two cat s eye reflectors on the rear mudguards so as to warn the 
vehicular traffic approaching from behind, that there is an autorickshaw 
ahead . 

( 2) Horn .-- Every autorickshaw shall be fitted with bulb horn . 
(3 ) Overall width . - The overall width of an autorikshaw measured

centimetres in the case of four passenger autorickshaws and shall be 
not more than one hundred and forty-two centimetres and not less than 
one hundred and six centimetres in the case of two passenger autorickshaws. 

(4 ) Overall height. The overall height of an autorickshaw measured from 
the surface on which the autorickshaw stands shall not exceed one hundred 
and eighty -three centimetres and there shall be a clear head space of at least 
one hundred and twenty two centimetres between the follow and the roof: 

Provided that the interior height shall be such that passengers can sit 
comfortable without their heads knocking against the roof under running 
conditions. 

(5) Overhang. — The overhang of the body of an autorickshaw shall not 
exceed forty -one per cent of the distance between the plane perpendicular to 
the axis of the autorickshaw which passes through the centre of the front 
wheel and the centre of the rear axle and in no case the overhang shall exceed 
that of the underframe fitted by the manufacturer of the vehicle. 

(6 ) Seating room . - In every autorickshaw with seating capacity for two 
passengers, there shall be provided a seat of not more than one hundred and 
twelve centimetres and not less than ninety -one centimetres . The depth of 
the seat shall not be less than forty -one centimetres . 

The back of the seat shall be slanting and closed to a height of at least 
forty -six centimetres above the level of the seat in both cases. 

The seats shall be provided with fixed or movable cushions. The cushion 
shall be covered with leather cloth of good quality or other materials of 
such kind that they are capable of being kept in a clean and sanitory 
condition . 

The height of the seats from the floor of the vehicle shall be not less 
than twenty -eight centimetres ( including cushions) and not more than forty 
one centimetres. 

In every autorickshaw with seating capacity for four passengers, there 
shall be provided for each passenger reasonably comfortable seating space of 
not less than fortyone centimetres square measured in straight lines along 
and at right angles to the front of each seat. 

The seats shall be placed across the vehicle and when all seats face in 
the same direction there shall be at all places a clear space of not less than 
sixty-nine centimetres between the backs of either of the seats and they shall 
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face to the front or two seats to the front and two to the rear back to back . 
When the seats are placed across the vehicle and are facing each other, there 
shall be a clear space excluding padding and upholstery between the surface 
of any portion of the seat against which the back of the passenger is to rest 
and the surface of the corresponding portion of the seat facing it of a reini 
mum width of one hundred and twentyfive centimetres and a clear space 
excluding padding and upholstery between the fronts and facing seats of 
a minimum width of forty -nine centimetres . 

(7) Type of body, material and roof .- Every autorickshaw shall have a 
body either of a station waggon or a box type or hackney carriage type, 
soundly constructed to the satisfaction of the registering authority and shall 
be securely fastened to the frameof the vehicle. The body shall be of metal 
type construction . The sections used should be of suitable gauge to with 
stand all strains and stresses and shall be of light weight. There shall be 
adequate arrangements for protection of passengers from sun ,wind and rain . 
The materials used in the construction shall be strong and of good quality. 

The roof shall be so constructed as to provide protection for passengers 
from sun and rain and shall be either of metal sheeting or canvas or some 
other suitable material. If all metal roof construction is used, due care shall 
be taken to insulate the roof against heat. 

(8) Gang-way. - In every autorickshaw with sea ing capacity for four 
passengers the entrance to which is from the front or rear and the seats are 
placed across the vehicle, there shall be a gangway of not less than thirty 
centimetres. 

(9 ) Driver s Seat. - The back of the driver s seat of an autorickshaw shall 
have at least 10 centimetres of clearance from the front panel of the body. 

A wind screen with wind screen wiper shall be provided for the driver. 

( 10 ) Floor Board. — The floor board of an autorickshaw shall be not more 
than fifty-six centimetres above the surface on which the vehicle stands. 

( 11) Road Clearance. The road clearance of every autorickshaw shall be 
not more than twenty centimetres and not less than ten centimetres. 

( 12) Exemptions.-- Nothing in these rules shall apply to an autorickshaw 
registered and plying in the State on or before the commencement of 
these rules.

1. Short tille. — This Act may be called the Indian Penal Code 
(Amendment) Act, 1963. 

2. Insertion of new section 29A . - After section 293 of the Indian Penal 
Code Act 45 of 1860 the following section shall be inserted , namely : 

“ 293A . Nothing contained in section 292 or section 293 shall apply to 
any book , pamphlet, writing, drawing, painting representation or figure 
meant for public good or for bona fid purposes of science , literature, art or 
any other branch of learning: 

5736 Eg. 
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Provided that in the event of any dispute arising as to the nature of the 
publication , the opinion of experts on the subject may be admitted as 
evidence " . 

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 
Under the present sections 292 and 293 of the Indian Penal Code, there 
is a danger of publications meant for public good or for bona fide purposes 
of science , literature, art, or any other branch of learning being declared as 
obscene literature as there is no specific provision in the Act for exempting 
them from the operation of those sections. This Bill seeks to remove that 
lacuna so as to bring the law into conformity with modern practice in other 
civilised countries .
